CORNELIUS VANDERBILT. 


New York, April 2.—Cornelius Jer­ 
emiah Vanderbilt, the discarded son of 
the late Commodore Vanderbilt, shot 
himself in the head at 2 o’clock this af­ 
ternoon, and died four hours later. The 
act was committed in the Glen ham ho 
tel, and was witnessed by no one. About 
six weeks ago Mr. Vanderbilt went to the 
Hot Springs in Arkansas, accompanied 
by his companion, Dr. George Terry, to 
use the baths for tile benefit of his health. 
From thence he proceeded to Florida 
and returned to New York two weeks ago 
last Saturday. He took rooms at the 
Gleuliam hotel, and Dr. Terry aud him* 
self were assigned to rooms Nos. 79 aud 
80, fifth floor front Mr. Vanderbilt was 
far from being well when he arrived, and 
he continued to fail until Saturday, when 
he took to his bed. While he was lying 
in bed in room No. 80 shortly before 2 
o’clock, this afternoon, Dr. Terry went 
into the adjoining room, No. 79. While 
engaged with some affairs of his own he 
heard the sharp report of a pistol, in No. 
80. He hurried iota the room, and saw 
that Mr. Vanderbilt bad fired a bullet iu. 
to his brain. In his right hand was a re­ 
volver, and from a hole in his right tem­ 
ple the blood was oozing. Mr. Vander­ 
bilt was breathing heavily, and when Dr. 
Terry spoke to him he returned no an­ 
swer. It was evident that he could live 
but a short time, and Dr. Terry sent for 
Dr. Robert F. Weir, who quickly arrived. 
Restoratives were applied, but Mr. Van­ 
derbilt did not regain consciousness 
William H. Vanderbilt, the brother of the 
dying man, was summoned, and arrived 
before he breathed his last. After death 
had taken place, Mr. William H. Vander­ 
bilt, who was said to have been deeply 
moved, gave directions as to the disposi­ 
tion of the remains and departed for 
home. Judge E. O. Perrin, clerk of the 
court of appeals, and a friend of Corne­ 
lius J. Vanderbilt, and Messrs. Torance 
and Sloane, brothers-in-law, came later. 
Coroner Brady was notified, and ut 7 
o’clock viewed the remains in an official 
capacity.

Washington, April 2.—The commis­ 
sioner of pensions has issued an order 
which, if adhered to, will be a great ben­ 
efit to thousands of soldiers who are 
wondering why nothing has been done 
about their applications for pensions, and 
will be very unpopular with Congress 
men. The order provides that “cases. 
will be made special only when such 
cause therefor is shown to the commis 
sioner in wntiug as would satisfy the' 
other worthy claimant* whose claims 
precede it, should they kuow the facts, 
that such action is proper. Hereafter no 
case will be made 
special 
that 
is 
not 
brought 
clearly 
within 
th ig 
rale.” One great cause of delay in gettiu 
claims through the pension office has 
been the existence of the system of spe­ 
cial cases. To make a case special means 
to take it up out of the order of its filing, 
irrespective of its merit, and to hasten it 
to a speedy decision. Cases are made 
special through the intervention of con­ 
gressmen or other persons of iutiueuce. 
Congressmen go in person or write to the 
department asking that certain cases be 
made special. A congressman has influ­ 
ence and votes. He passes upon appro­ 
priations and enacts laws relative to the 
pension service. Cases are made special, 
and soldiers who might otherwise be 
obliged 
to 
wait 
years 
often re­ 
ceive 
their 
payments in 
months, 
and 
a 
congressman 
is 
thus 
thought to have accomplished something 
which the soldier himself has been un 
able to secure either through different 
pension agents 
or 
by 
Washington. 
Meanwhile, while these special cases 
have teen occupying the attention of the 
clerks, the thousands of cases of soldiers 
at least equally meritorious arc so much 
longer delayed, aud tho service of the 
office is intefered with by taking clerks 
away from their regular busiuess and re­ 
quiring them to search, often for hours, 
through volumes of index for cases out 
of their order.

USEFUL HINTS. 


N e a ts fo o t oil is the best for softening 
leather. 


A i r -s l a c k e d lime i s an excellent polish 
for silver and tin ware. 
F oe tender feet, rub them w ith spirits 
mixed with tallow dropped from a candle 
before retiring. 
F or strengthening the hair use tho 
following : Scald black tea, two ounces, 
with one gallon of boiling water, strain, 
aud add three ounces of glycerine, tinct­ 
ure of cantharides one half ounce, and 
bay rum one quart. 
Mix well by shak­ 
ing, then i>erfume. 
G arm ents to lie ironed in cold starch 
should I ie immediately dipped in boiling 
water, and ironed as soon as starched. 
You will, in this way, have no trouble 
with fiats sticking to the cloth. Another 
good way is to wet the starch with 
weak, cold suds made from white soap. 
For dandruff, the follow ing is an ex­ 
cellent remedy: Take one ounce of flour 
of sulphur and out* quart of water. Pour 
off the clear liquid atter the mixture has 
been repeatedly shaken during intervals 
of a few' hours. Wash the head with 
this every moruiug, and avoid using a 
fine comb. 
How t o B e t e o t In c ip ie n t S m a ll­ 
pox.—Tile feeling of tiredness and pain 
in the back are almost universal and 
prominent symptoms, but the one thing 
that distinguishes smallpox from every 
other is the hardness of the eruption. 
By pressing or passing the hand over 
the forehead or legs the feeling is exact­ 
ly that which would lie caused by me­ 
dium-sized shot I icing buried under the 
skin, and the severity of tho disease 
may certainly be known by the number 
or thickness of these shot like bumps. 
Baby’s F irst Steps.— A young child's 
I nines are soft aud cartilaginous, aud 
keeping a Jhhif little thing tied up 
against a chair, w hen it ought to lie 
lying on its back kicking tho air and 
strengthening its limbs, or crawling on 
the nursery floor, is positively iujurious 
and sinful 
It is done with the view 
of teaching it all the sooner to main­ 
tain the erect attitude; but l»ent legs 
may be the result, and, however strong 
a lint-legged man may be, he certainly 
does not look elegant. 
Let the child 
creep, then, and as soon as he finds that 
he can pull himself up, and stand by 
the side of a lex, he will do so. This 
is the only safe and natural process. 
Soon after this he will, if encouraged, 
venture u|x>n what parents call tho first 
step. 
Lot him cr«vp, and when he 
walks and falls, laugh at him. 
Unless 
you want to make the child an idiot, do 
not rush to pull him up. Children ore 
not at all brittle, and they ought to 
loam at a very early ago to depend upon 
the strength nature lias endow ed them 
with. Some nurses tie a baud around a 
poor child’s waist, and then shove him, 
Kicking and sprawling, on liefore them, 
during which time the child looks as 
graceful as the golden lamb which 
hosiers hang out as a sign. Tho proc 
tico is most injurious. 
E ating B etween M eals.—If your 
children are disposed to be greedy, and 
desire food between meals, reason with 
them on the subject. 
A woman who has 
even a very superficial knowledge of the 
working of tile stomach can explain it to 
her child in such a way that it w ill make 
a strong impression upon his mind. 
To 
represent to an imaginative child that 
the stomach is like a man who, when he 
has eaten his breakfast, goes to work 
upon that with all his might, and who 
does not rest until he has ground tho 
food up and given the good part to the 
blood, so feeding each jKirtion of the 
body, not forgetting tho lingers aud toos 
even, and who rejects all the bad, keep­ 
ing you from sickness and pain, will 
awaken interest in the child’s mind, and 
be a great aid to obedience. 
P u t it be­ 
fore him, and ask him if it is not unkind 
aud even cruel to give out another task 
before the first is finished and a little 
time for rest Im*cii given. 
I t will help 
you gri stly in enforcing it upon his 
mind that he must not eat at irregular 
intervals. 
A child’s digestive organa 
may lie w eak; he may need to eat more 
frequently than a grown person, but it 
should invariably be at some stated time. 
Cake or pastry should be given him but 
seldom, if at a l l ; there is nothing which 
is more ruinous to the digestive organs.

H an ajxistate’s throat is 
cut, tho spilling of his blood u| h»u the 
ground will save his soul.

hell.

The law seeks t » exclude 
from the jury-box men who road the 
daily papers and who are wide awake 
and intelligent, and, iii the ease under 
discussion, nullifies a verdict liecause, 
naturally enough, a juryman is bx) ig­ 
norant lo spell correctly. 
A thief is 
turned loose, not because he is innocent, 
but because a juryman proves to lie ig­ 
norant The juryman w:w really on trial, 
at great ex]>enso to tho public, instead 
of the thief. 
The investigation was one 
concerning orthography and not cattle- 
stealing, as was erroneously supixised. 
And this is what they call law iu Cali­ 
fornia—an article that costs tax payers 
and litigants vasts sums of money an­ 
nually. Our courts have lx*come arenas 
in which technical esthetes assemble to 
split hairs, strain at legal gnats and save 
the guilty from punishment.

Prof. Schlager, director of a noted in­ 
sane asylum at Vicuna, announces the 
result of an exjkriment made by him in 
relation to the blue glass healing theory, 
which at one time attracted so much at­ 
tention.
